Gunmen propose talks with Iran 
through Jordan, Algeria, Iraq 


^LONDON, May 2 (Agencies) — 
Gunmen holding Iranian embassy 
staff hostage in London have 
proposed negotiations through 
the ambassadors or Iraq. Algeria 
and Jordan, hut Iranian Foreign 
Minister Sadeq Oothzudeh 
rejected the proposal. Tehran 
Radio reported tonight. 

British police tonight voiced 
some optimism for a peaceful end 
to the siege at the Iranian embassy 
but Iran maintained its refusal to 
deal wilh gunmen who seized the 
London mission two days ago. 

Mr. Qotbzadeh was quoted as 
saying in Tehran that the men 
holding 20 hostages at the 
embassy had asked Iran to con- 
duct negotiations on their 
demands through Iraq. Jordan 
and Algeria. 

But according to the Iranian 
state radio, Mr. Qoibzadeh said 
the solution to the problem was 
still a British responsibiliiy. 

He rejected Iraqi involvement 
in negotiaions on grounds that 
Iraq's ambassador in London was 
involved in the embassy seizure 
together with the gunmen. But a 
leader of Iraq's ruling Baath 
Socialist Party today denied that 
his country was involved in the 
embassy seizure. 

“There is absolutely no link 
between Iraq and the three men 
who occupy the Iranian embassy 
in London," the official. Mr. Faiz 
Saad. told a news conference ui 
the Jraqi embassy in Rome. 

Mr. Saad said Iraq felt sym- 
pathy for the people of Arabistan, 
the Arab minority’s name for 
Khuzeslan. "However, we do not 
support struggles that express 
themselves in acts of terrorism," 
he added. 

The Iraqi politician, who was in 
Rome on a private visit, accused 
Iranian leaders of following the 
footsteps of the ex-Shah. Rep- 
ression of the Arab minority in 
Arabistan is even harsher than 
that of the former Shah," he said. 

London's deputy police chief, 
Mr. John Dellow, told a press con- 
ference "at this stage I am reason- 
ably happy with the way things are 
going. So far things have gone 
reasonably well and we are keep- 
ing a dialogue going.” 

Police now believed that as 
many as five Iranian gunmen 
cou/d be holding the hostages, he 
I said. Until tonight they were 
believed to number three. 

Throughout the day police 
sought to win the confidence of 
. the gunmen, and there were sev- 
eral signs that (hey were slowly 
gaining a psychological advan- 
tage. 

As the seige went into its third 
day, the gunmen made no new 
deadlines, demands or threats 
concerning their original requests 
for 91 prisoners to be released in 
Iran's southern and largely 
Arabic-speaking province of 
Khuzestan, police said. 

Another sign that police were 
gaining an upper hand in the psy- 
choligical battle with the gunmen 
came when they spoke with the 
guerrillas through the half-open 
embassy door. Negotiations also 
took place through a first-floor 
window. 

“We had a good conversation." 
reported a senior police spokes- 
man, Commander Peter Neivens. 
The hostages were in good health, 
he said. 

This was followed by police 
sending in plates of hot Persian 
food from a nearby Persian 
restaurant in what they described 
as a goodwill gesture. 

Police were encouraged, too. 
when they made their first contact 
with Constable Trevor Lock, 41, 
on guard duty outside the embassy 
and seized by the gunmen when 


they stormed it on Wednesday 
morning. 

Police spoke ii» Constable Lock 
when he leaned out ol an upstairs 
window this morning, and they 
promised to pass a message to his 
wife. "Hi:\ whole demeanour was 
one of reassurance." a police 
spokesman said. 

file mood of quiet optimism 
conveyed by the police contrasted 
with yesterday's tension when a 
noon deadline passed without the 
gunmen carrying out their threats 
to blow up the building and kill the 
Iranian diplomats and embassy 
staff. 

A further sign of relaxation 
came today when the gunmen 
allowed a sertiorediiorof the Brit- 
ish Broadcasting Corporation to 
speak briefly to .1 BBC technician. 
Mr. Sam Harris, trapped with the 
hostages when he was applying for 
un Iranian visa on VVedncsdav. 

Police tonight said the BBC 


executive, managing editor Tom 
Crab, had helped police in their 
negotiations with the gunmen. 

"He has assisted in streng- 
thening our rapport with the peo- 
ple in the embassy." Deputy 
Police Chief Dellow told a press 
conference. He refused to elabo- 
rate. 

In Moscow, the official Soviet 
News Agency Tass suggested that 
the U.S. Central Intelligence 
Agency lC.1. A.) was behind the 
embassy seizure. 

And a senior Iranian cler- 
gyman. together with the students 
occupying the U.S. embassy jn 
Tehran, said the London take ovet 
was aimed at freeing the Ameri- 
can hostages held in Iran. 

In Washington. U.S. officials 
said the Carter administration 
hoped Mr. Edmund Muskie would 
be sworn in as secretary of state in 
time to meet Soviet Foreign Minis- 
ter Andrei Gromvko on Mav 16. 


The attackers sprang an ambush 
when Jewish residents ot an old 
hospital building in the heart of 
Hebron were returning from Fri- 
day evening prayers at their 
synagogue, the sources said. 

Fifteen people were wounded in 
a hail of sub-machine gun fire and 
grenade explosions, the sources 
said. 

Military sources said a curfew 

was clamped on Hebron after the 
attack, one of the most serious in 
memory and involving a rare use 
of firearms against Israeli settlers 
in the occupied territory. 

Israel Radio quoted one of the 
survivors, a man named Eitan 
Arbel. as saying a group of about 
4U was walking to the Hadassah 
building when assailants opened 
fire on them from all directions. 

The building is in rhe middle of 
the Arab city of Hebron, in the old 
Jewish quarter which was aban- 
doned after anti- Jewish riots in 
1929 and 19.16. 

The settlers were returning 
from prayers at Hebron's main 
religious shrine. Al lbrahimi Mos- 
que. an ancient building with 
rooms set aside for use as a 
synagogue. The building is over a 
cave where the biblical Patriarch 
Abraham is buried, ft is sacred to 
both Muslims and Jews, and in 
recent years it has been the scene 
of ugly disturbances as religious 


UNIFIL states urge Israel 
to cease support for Haddad 


DUBLIN. May 2 |R)-All coun- 
tries with tioops on United 
Nations duty in Lebanon lod.iy 
called on Israel to cease its support 
for Maj. Saad Haddad's right- 
wing militia and asked "all par- 
ties’* to cooperate fully with the 
UNIFIL force. 

A joint communique issued 
after a day-long meeting said that 
UNIFIL's continued viability 
might be brought into question 
unless conditions are created 
under which the force could oper- 
ate more safely and effectively. 

Ireland called the meeting after 
iwo Irish soldien» with UNIFIL 
were killed by gunmen on April 
IS. Muj. Haddad's right-wing 
militamen were accused by Ire- 
land of responsibility for the kil- 
ling but they denied the allegation. 

As evidence of their joint 
action, the countries agreed to 
send three -men delegations to 
Washington, Beirut and Israel to 
present their communique. Irish 
Foreign Minister Brian Lenihun. 
who chaired rhe meeting, said it 
had reached □ remarkable degree 
of unanimity. 

Mr. Lenihan said that United 
Nations Secretary General Kurt 
Waldheim would be asked to pass 
on their views to the Palestine 
Liberation Organisation tPLQl. 
“The important result is that wc 
are now going 10 proceed as a 
group of 1 1 nations." the Irish 
minister said. 

Nigeria will head the delegation 
to Washington, Italy the one to 
Beirut and the Netherlands will 
lead the three-man group going to 
Israel. 

Mr. Lenihan told newsmen; “If 
UNIFIL cannot continue to oper- 
ate effectively in Lebanon obvi- 
ously the whole question of our 
presence there will have to be 
reviewed." 

Asked it the countries would 
pull out unless their demands were 
met, Mr. Lenihan said that the 
response to their communiques 
would have to be taken into con- 
sideration when the renewal of the 
UNIFIL mandate was discussed in 
June. 

The communique added: 
"UNIFIL's difficulties stem 
primarily from the fact that it has 
been obstructed in its efforts to 
lake control of the entire area 
entrusted to it. UNIFIL has been 
denied full freedom of movement 
in this area.”

sources said. 

The sources indicated that the 
Dutch participants had emphas- 
ised that L'NIFIL faced problems 
with both the Israeli-backed 
militia in southern Lebanon and 
the Palestinians. 

Most countries agreed that 
UNIFIL should nol change its 
military role to act as peace enfor- 
cers. Norwegian Defence Minister 
Thorvald Stolienberg told the 


meeting that the use of greater 
force would unde nn me L’NlFlL’s 
Itlsk. 

Norway invited the other 
UNIFIL countries to another con- 
ference in Oslo later this year. 

Irish Foreign Minister Lenihan 
opened the talks with an assurance 
that the meeting was not intended 
to interfere wilh the role of the 
U.N. Security Council or the 
command of the U.N. Interim 
Force in the Lebanon | UNIFIL).

Bonn denies U.S. plans 
to redeploy troops to ME 

BONN. May 2 ( APl-The West German government denied a report 
today that the United States is considering a plan to withdraw two 
U.S. divisions from West Germany for possible redeployment to the 
Middle East. 

Chief government spokesman Klaus Broiling called the report a 
“fairy Tale" and denied that Chancellor Helmut Schmidt had even 
hinted at the existence of any U.S. troop withdrawal plans. 

According to a West German news report. Schmidt discussed the 
possible redeployment to the Mideast of two divisions of American 
soldiers during a confidential meeting with West German military 
officers last Tuesday in Trier. 

According to the report, Schmidt allegedly said the West German 
defence ministry was now making contingency plans for all- 
European NATO forces to take over defence of the continent. 

There are about 200,000 U.S. army troops in West Germany, 
including four combat divisions', two independent brigades, an air 
defence command and numerous support units. 

In a denial transmitted by the West German Economic News 
Agency (VWD), Mr. Boelling accused the chancellor's political 
opponents of inventing the report about "alleged indiscretions” at 
the meeting. 

He said nothing was "even hinted at" during the meeting that 
could have given cause for speculation about possible U.S. troop 
withdrawals. 

In Washington, Mr. Thomas Ross, assistant secretary of defence 
for public affairs, says there is no thought of any U.S. troop with- 
drawals from Germany.

The long-running sit-in was 
designed to force the government 
to repopulate the old Jewish quar- 
ter of Hebron, and earlier this year 
Prime Minister Menachem 
Begin’ s cabinet decided to reno- 
vate two old buildings and use 
them as residential schools. 

The decision heightened ten- 
sion in Hebron among the city's- 
50,000 Arabs, who saw it as a 
move to take over the ancient city. 

Israel was condemned in the 
United Nations Security Council 
for the Hebron decision, and even 
the United States voted for .1 
resolution against Israel, although 
President Carter later repudiated 
the vote, saying it had been a mis- 
take to vote for a resolution 
■-k-inunJing that Israel's set- 
tle me nu. in occupied territory be 
dismantled. 

The attack marked rhe second 
time in recent months that 
firearms had been used in attack 
on Israeli settlers in Hebron. On 
Dec. 3 1 a young soldier who lived 
in Kiryat Arba was shot rwice and 
killed while walking in the Hebron 
marketplace. 

Earlier today. Defence Minister 
Ezer Weizman was reported to 
have Threatened that Israel would 
adopt firmer policies in the 
occupied West Bank following a 
week of violence climaxed by the 
killing of a Palestinian youth. 

Mr. Weizman was quoted by the 
newspaper Maariv as making the 
threat after u meeting he held yes- 
terday with senior army officers 
about what they described as the 
escalation of the anti-Israeli cam- 
paign by Palestinians in the 
occupied area. 

The Israeli army claimed that 
Najeh Ahmad Ismail Rouli, [6. 
was killed in Anabta village when 
he attacked the military governor 
of nearby Tutkarm town yes- 
terday. But Arab leaders said the 
teenager died when soldiers fired 
on a peaceful demonstration.

THE ATTEMPT by the Arab group at the United Nations 
to keep the Palestine issue firmly at the forefront in the 
world body was well worth the effort, notwithstanding the 
unsurprising U.S. veto of the resolution presented to the 
Security Council by the Committee on the Exercise of the 
Inalienable Rights of the Palestinian People. 

The American veto, as the Jordanian representative 
told our reporter at the U.N., was a foregone conclusion, 
Noother U.S. action was likely on any resolution presented 
on this subject before the “autonomy” talks between Israel 
and Egypt achieve some sort of denouement at the end of 
this month. In that sense, the timing of the resolution’s 
presentation to the Security Council may conceivably be 
questioned. 

But we suspect that the U.S. veto was ordained not so 
much with a view to the actual content of the resolution but 
out of the Carter administration’s determination to present 
the Camp David approach as the only feasible route -- or 
“viable avenue," in Mr. McHenry’s phrase — to peace. 

We, of course, reject this assertion, which presents the 
combined forces of the ineptitude and strategic high- 
handedness of the U.S. administration with the aggressive 
perfidy of the Israelis and the opportunistic treachery of the 
Egyptians as the only parties competent to resolve the 
Arab-Zionist conflict. 

Nevertheless, we find in the resolution as presented 
nothing that a U.S. administration — at least one free of 
pressure from powerful vested interests in an election year 
and one with America's own national interests truly at 
heart — could not live with. The apologia proffered by Mr. 
McHenry in vetoing the draft was a smokescreen: his con- 
tention that the resolution “does not endorse Security 
Council revolutions 242 and 338,” for example, is not 
borne out by the reference in the resolution of the need for 
a settlement “based or. lull respect for the principles and 
purposes of the Charter of the United Nations, as well as 
for its resolutions concerning the problem of the Middle 
East and the question of Palestine.” There was also the 
very clear reference to guarantees for “the sovereignty, 
territorial integrity and political independence of all states 
in the area... and the right to live in peace within secure and 
recognised boundaries." Everyone realises, including 
many Americans, that these are all things that the U.S. not 
only can and should accept, but must accept eventually — 
perhaps in the next administration or in the second term of 
a Jimmy Carter freed of enthrallment to domestic Zionist 
interests. 

Moreover, we find glimmers of light showing through 
the shadows of Mr. McHenry's post-veto speech. There is a 
concession, for example, that the Egyptian-Israeli treaty 
“deals with only one aspect of the many-faceted Arab- 
Israeli conflict.” There is the acknowledgement of the need 
for a comprehensive peace to “resolve the Palestinian 
problem in all its aspects and recognise the legitimate rights 
of the Palestinian people.” These things have been said 
before, although they are rather overshadowed when jux- 
taposed with insistences that the sterile Camp David pro- 
cess must be permitted, above all, to drag on to its inevit- 
able conclusion. 

A measure passed by the Security Council ostensibly 
carries enough clout to be implemented at the expense of 
such theatrical exercises as the "autonomy" negotiations: 
that is why the U.S. no doubt felt it could not submit itself at 
this stage and in this forum to the will of the world com- 
munity. It is an unsatisfactory reason, producing an unsatis- 
factory result. But the overall effort was worth it. And it is 
worth trying again, as sooner or later common sense — 
particularly when contrasted against the violent illogic of 
the Israeli position -- must prevail.

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AMMAN, May 2 (JT1 -- The

Israeli material and equipment in 
the manufacture of its products.

Ring, penetrator roads finally to be finished

AMMAN. May 2— In 20 months 
it will be much easier for Amman 
drivers to get from the northern 
part of town to Muhaiiu and the 
airport, thanks to a team of work- 
ers from a Chinese construction 
company. 

Amman Municipality has re- 
a warded a “ring road penetrator 
road” project to the Taiwanese 
contractor, the Retired Ser- 
vicemen’s Engineering Agency 
( RSEA), for construction of eight 
kilometres of road. The contract is 
valued at JD 4 million. 

The “ring road” will extend six 
kilometres from the Ministry of 
Interior Circle eastward, bend t 
.south and go through Jabal A1 
Hashemi. At the Hashcmiyah 
Bridge in Mahatta, the road will 
connect with a new “penetrator 
road”, which is to extend two 
kilometres from the Raghdan 
bridge to the Mahatta intersection 
near the (rain station. This road 
will run parallel to the existing 
Mahatta Street. 

Originally, the road contract 
was awarded to an Italian firm in 
joint venture with a local con- 
tractor. Bui the joint venture had 


The Italian company, ' See a 
S.P.A. of Naples, went bankrupt, 
according to Mr. Fahmi Amer, 
owner of the local firm, Amer 
Office for Building and Con- 
tracting. Mr. Amer then invested 
in the project JD 622,000 beyond 
his share of the joint venture in an 
effort to fulfil the contract. But 
this proved impossible because he 
could not afford to put any more 
money into the project, so all work 
stopped, he told the Jordan Times 
tonight. 

Mr. Amer’s company is now 
involved in a court case over the 
project, and is in a dispute with the 
municipality over the amount his 
company owes for not completing 
the contract. Apparently, some of 
the road works included in the 
contract with the Chinese- Firm 
were not included in the original 
contract, which changes the total 
end value of the project.

The Amman seminar is the last 
in u series of the seminars entitled 

Architectural Transformations 
in the Islamic World" whose aim is 
to select the winners ol the Aga 
Khan Award tor Architecture, a 
prize worth S5UIUMK). The Aga 
Khan Award for Architecture is 
(he find of j number of prizes the 
Aga Khan Foundation wilt award 
in the future to encourage excep- 
tional achievements in the arts and 
science. 

The architecture award was 
established in iu7s by His High- 
ness the Aga Khan, the spiritual 
leader of the Shi’a (smaili Mus- 
lims. to encourage .1 resurgence ot 
true excellence in architectural 
design throughout the Islamic 
World. The pri/c »s 10 ho awarded 
every three years. For the PMfi 
award, projects which were com- 
pleted and went into use between 
January I95U and January 1977 
are eligible. 

The previous lour seminars 
were held in Paris. Istanbul. Fez 
and Djakarta, and have worked 
on identity ing architectural trends 
and establishing the environ- 
mental criteria h\ which con- 
temporary Islamic architecture 
can appropriately be judged. Each 
seminar dealt w ith one of the four 
areas of concern: Housing: Public 
Buildings and Spaces; Community 
Planning: and Restoration and 
Re-use. The fifth and last seminar 
will discuss large-scale complexes 
in the Islamic world. 

Approximately 2UU project 
nominations, representing some 
30 countries from Morocco to 
Indonesia and ranging from single 
houses to huge multi-use com- 
plexes. are being considered for 
the I9KU award. A number ol Jor- 
danian architects have submitted 
project s to be considered. 

The four-day seminar will 
include presentations on institu- 
tional and commercial spaces, 
recreational facilities and edu- 
cational complexes, offered by 
such noted international 
architects and builders as Sir Les- 
lie Marlin of Great Britain. Mr. 
Ghailh Pharaon of Saudi Arabia 
and Miss Yasnieen Lari o! Pakis- 
tan. Workshops and site visits n» 


both old and new buildings in the 
area have also been organised lor 

the participants. 

The prize will he awarded in 
another Muslim city yet to he 
announced. The prize money may 
he divided, at the discretion ol ihe 
Master Jury, umonc architects, 
other design and construction pro- 
fessionals. craftsmen, clients or 
institutions whom the jurx judges 
most responsible lor the project’s 
success and potential for stimulat- 
ing further development. 

Currently the award's Steering 
Committee is chaired hv the \ga 
Khan, and includes seven other 
members, el! renowned in the 
fields of art and architecture, such 
as: Sir Hugh Crispin, architect and 
president of the Royal Academy 
of Arts in Great Britain: Mr. Has- 
san Fathi. a renowned Egyptian 
architect and promoter ot indi- 
genous and Islamic architecture: 
Professor Oleg Grabjr. chairman 
of the Department of Fine Arts at 
Harvard University and a special- 
ist m Islamic a:t and architecture 
and Profes-or William Porter, 
dean of the School of Architecture 
and Planning atthe Massachusetts 
institute of Technology. 

The present Aga Khan. Prince 
Karim, is the fourth to bear the 
title. He is a direct descendant ol 
the Prophet Muhammad, and is 
the 49th Imam of the Shf a Kmaili 
Muslims. 

Ihe title of \g.i Khan was first 
bestowed by the Persian court on 
Massan AM Shah 1 1 S0U-1SX] ). 
Prince Karim’s great- 
g real -grand fat her. then governor 
ol the Persian province ol Ker- 
man. Aga Khan J later settled in 
India, where he helped the British 
in the first Afghan War 1 1 N39-42) 
and in the conquest of Sind 
11X42-43): and was granted a 
pension and six led His Highness. 

He was succeeded in IXNl hy 
his eldest son Ali Shah, who 
moved to improve living con- 
ditions in his community, hut died 
only four years later. 

Aga Khan III. Suit an Sir 
Mohammad Shah. (1X77-1957). 
the only son of Aga Khan II. suc- 
ceeded bi> father in J XSs. 

Aga Khan 111. who received 
religious and traditional education 
as well as western-style instruc- 
tion, wits an extremely active polit- 
ical tigure besides being known for 
Itis thoroughbred horses, which 
won the English Derby five times. 
He not only attended to the affairs 
ot his i.wn community but also 
rapidly acquired a leading position 
among India’s Muslim community 
as a whole. 

He was president of the \ll- 
Indi.i Muslim League during its 


early years, .md his contribution 
initiated the lunJ lor raising the 
status of the Muslim College at 
Aligarh to that of a university. 
During World War I. the third 
\g:i Khan directed the millions ol 
fsmaili Muslims within British ter- 
ritories and on their borders to 
place themselves unreservedly al 
the disposal of the British 
authorities. He became President 
nf the Lcjguc of Nations in J 937. 

Prince Karim is Aga Khan Ill's 
grandson. He l>cc.imc the leader 
of the Isniaili Muslim community 
.n the age ol 2tl in lSJ5“ on the 
death of his grandfather, who 
stated in hK u ill 1 lun he wished 10 
he succeeded by a “young man 
who has I teen brought up in the 
midst of the new age." 

Horn in 1936. the son of Prince 
Mi Khan, the Agti Khan spent his 
early childhood in Nairobi. 
Kenya, and then attended Le 
Roscy School in Switzerland. He 
graduated from Harvard College 
in m59 with honours in Islamic 
history. He played soccer for Har- 
vard and is a first -class skier (he 
represented Iran at the Olvmpic 
Games in Innsbruck in J 964 ). 

In lyfty. he married Begum 
Sulimah. the former British-horn 
Sarah Crokcr-PooJe. and now h:o 
three children -- ten-year-old 
Princess Zahra. nine-year-old 
Prince Rahim and si\-y car-old 
Prince Hussain. 

The (smaili Muslims are a 
minority and pari of the Shi’a 
Muslim sect. They numheraround 
15 million, spread over 25 coun- 
tries. mostly in developing 
nations, including Sy ria. Iran. cen- 
tral Asia. India. Burma. Malaysia 
and East Africa. They form a 
eloselv-knii. well-organised 
community with strong loyalties to 
the countries in which they live. 
They are always in the minority, 
buz are important economically 


and professionally. 

During hix 23 years as Imam, 
the Aga Khan Has adapted to a 
world of nation states a complex 
system of administering the var- 
ious Isniaili communities, 
pioneered hy his grandfather 
under the old colonial empires. 

He numerous social welfare 
activities. especially in healthcare, 
education and housing tire primar- 
ily carried out by the Aga Khan 
Foundation, which was established 
in 1967 and is based in Geneva, it 
owns, for example, three hospitals 
in Kenya and 72 health care 
centres in Pakistan, is huilding 
u 7U0-bed teaching hospital in 
Karachi with the cooperation of 
McGill University in Montreal 
and has funded low-cost housing 
projects and a series of village 
schools in India. 

In addition, the Inundation pro- 
vides each year a growing number 
of scholarships to students in' 
developing countries to enable 
them to continue their education 
in Europe and North America. 
Foundation programmes are open 
not only to Ismailis, but to all races 
and religions. 

On April y. 1 9X0. an agreement 
was signed between the United 
Nations Development Prog- 
ramme l UNDP) and the Aga 
Khun Foundation, whereby the 
UNDP officially recognised the 
Aga Khan Foundation as a 
cooperating organisation. "Our 
mutual collaboration," said the 
Aga Khan on the occasion, "will 
provide new opportunities to 
increase the scope and effec- 
tiveness of the work to which we 
are committed." 

His Highness the Aga Khan and 
Her Highness the Begum Saliman 
will arrive in Amman on May 3 to 
attend the fifth seminar for the 
Aga Khan Award for Architec- 
ture. They will leave on May X.

OAPEC welcomes taxing oil imports 

KUWAIT. May 2 (R) — The Organisation of Arab Petroleum 
Exporting Countries (OAPEC) today welcomed moves by West- 
ern nations to tax oil imports but warned such action must be 
aimed at limiting oil consumption not raising money for gov- 
ernments. 

O APECs monthly bulletin said in its editorial: “If oil taxes do 
not limit consumption but remain solely a means for channelling 
revenues into the treasuries of the consuming countries, it would 
indicate that the consumers of these countries are apparently 
willing and able to pay more for oil. 

“Hie consumers' claim to these funds would then be open to 
debate, as they result from revenues derived from the resources of 
the producers and therefore rightfully due to them." it added. But 
the bulletin said import taxes “can be seen to be of positive benefit 
to both consumers and producers of oil. leading to increased 
efficiency in oil consumption and boosting the search for energy 
altematives." 

It added that the U.S. decision to impose a £4.62 a barrel 
import tax was “perhaps the most significant measure taken” and 
noted the nine-nation European Economic Community was 
studying similar proposals. 

Egypt initials oil search agreements 

CAIRO, May 2 (R) -- Egypt's General Petroleum Authority has 
initialled agreements worth about 5121 million with world oil 
companies for oil prospecting and exploitation in the Western 
desert and Sinai, authority officials said today. They said the 
accords were initialled last month and Egypt would receive an 
additional £15 million in signature bonuses. 

Two agreements worth £37 million were initialled with the 
Canadian Gulf Stream Company for exploration in ihe Western 
desen and Sinai, one worth £13 million with the American Con- 
oco company for exploration in Sinai, one worth S 1 1 million with 
the Canadian Polar Bear Company for an offshore area in the 
Western desert and one of S23 million with the British L.K. 
Exploration Company for an area in Sinai, the officials said. 

They added that other concessions included one worth SI 7 
million for the Canadian group Brinko in the Western desen and 
one wunh £20 million to the American companies Bon rav and 
Medoil for an area in the Western desert. 


Australia expects more food exports to Iran 

CANBERRA. May 2 (R) — Australia's current wheat sales to 
Iran are expected to he at least double those in any year in the past 
decade, foreign ministry officials said today. Exports in the finan- 
cial t year. ending in June are projected at one million tonnes, 
compared with shipments ranging from U.H.i.flt'Jt.l to 40U,lll.ll.l 
tonnes a year since iy7u. 

The sudden demand for Australian wheat could indicate a 
drop in Iranian production because of the unsettled political 
scene, the officials added. 

Australia also provides about 60 per cent of Iran's meat 
imports and would be reluctant to comply with any American 
request for a ban on food exports to obtain the release of the U.S. 
hostages in Tehran. But Australia expects Washington to ask its 
allies within two weeks for such sanctions against Iran, which 
imports about 30 pier cent of its food, mostly from Australia and 
New Zealand. 

Iraq plans $ 3.4 b. on industrial expansion 

BAGHDAD, May2(AP)~ The chairman of Iraq's State Establ- 
ishment for Industrial Designs announced today Iraq is tripling its 
annual expenditure on industrial expansion this sear to more than 
one billion dinars (£3.4 billion). The chairman. Mr. Ahmad 
Danhash, said total expenditure on industrial designs and con- 
struction last year amounted to 31 1 million dinars (Sf.06 billion). 

He said that five projects costing 110 million dinars (S374 
million) were already completed in the first quarter of 1980. Mr. 
Danhash said experimental production has started in four of these 
projects -- the cast iron project in Khor A1 Zubeir. the asbestos 
pipes project in Taamim (Kirkuk), the plastic bags project in 
Salahaddin province and the compressed timber project in Najaf. 

EEC, India discuss economic cooperation 

NEW DELHI, May 2 (R) ~ Mr. Roy Jenkins, president of the 
European Common Market commission, today discussed world 
economic problems and Indo-EEC relations with Premier Indira 
Gandhi and other Indian leaders. EEC officials said negotiations 
on a new economic cooperation agreement between the EEC and 
India would start in Brussels within n month. 


U.S unemployment hits 7% 


WASHINGTON, May 2 (R) - 
The number of jobless Americans 
rose by 825.000 last month in 7.3 
million, or seven per cent of the 
work force, the Labour Depart- 
ment said today. This is an 
increase of nearly 1 .2 million since 
’ December, and brings unem- 
ployment to its highest level in 
over two and a half years. Workers 
in manufacturing and construction 
sectors have been hit especially 
hard. 

Administration economists said 
they helieved the figures con- 
firmed President Carter’s assess- 
ment that an economic recession 
had arrived. 

While Mr. Carter has predicted 
a short and mild recession, some 
experts have forecast that the 
slump will be relatively severe and 
may soon replace inflation, run- 
ning this year at an annual rate of 
IS per cent, as the administ- 
ration's worst domestic headache. 

Meanwhile the tough crip on 
credit in Western industrial coun- 
tries is expected to continue 
despite the recent easing off of 
interest rates in the United States, 
according to economists and mar- 
ket analysts. 

In what some people called an 
“interest rate war - ', other coun- 
tries followed the Linked States in 
recent months by putting lending 
rates up to record or near- record 
heights. This hit both businessmen 
and home-buyers wanting to bor- 
row and raised fears that world- 
wide recession might deepen. The 
reason for the rise in interest rates 
was the fight against inflation. 
Monetaiy authorities tightened up 
on credit as an anti-inflation 
device. 

Prime lending rates in big L?.S. 
banks reached a record 20 per 


cent, but in the last few weeks they 
have come down to around 18.5 
per cent -- still a high figure -- in a 
cautious attempt to avoid too 
much dampening of the economy. 
Analysts in different centres, 
however, say they do not expect 
this to spark off a general down- 
ward spiral of interest rates in the 
West. 

Many experts questioned by 
correspondents say they feel other 
countries will not rush to follow 
the U.S. moves because of their 
own fears of inflation, event 
though they think interest rates 
have probably peaked. West 
Germany, for instance, raised its 
discount rate this week to 7.5 per 
cent, highest since 1970. 

In the United States itself, some 
foreign exchange dealers and 
economists believe there are sub- 
stantial barriers to further U.S. 
interest rate falls and that the 
downward spiral there has been 
overdone. They believe that the 
Federal Reserve Board (U.S. 
Central Bank) would present an 
excessive fall in U.S. interest rates 
because it would hit the dollar 
which has been buoyed by the fact 
that high rates make it attractive 
to investors. 

U.S. inflation, they add, will run 
at high levels for the next few 
months while the growth of bank 
loans may stay high, possibly 
sparking more moves to restrain 
credit. 

French bankers generally agree 
that French authorities will pre- 
vent their interest rates falling sig- 
nificantly until German rates are 
cut. Belgian banking sources also 
say the West German move is 
likely to lead to caution by their 
own authorities, even though Bel- 
gian interest rates have declined 
slightly in recent days.

LONDON, May 2 (R) — Arsenal's Brian Talbot, who scored the 
winning goal againsr Liverpool in last night’s English Football , 
Association ( FA) Cup semifinal replay, sounded iiwaming about 
the club’s meeting with West Ham in the final here on May 10. . 
Talbot, who gained FA Cup Winners medals with Ipswich and .

They had three chances and scored three 
goals in the replays, while we had uhout 33 chances and couldn't 
win." 

Meanwhile, less than four years after being plucked from non 
league soccer Alan Devonshire has won himself a place in the 
England soccer squad. The 23 year-old West Ham midfielder was 
today included among the players named by manager Ron 
Greenwood for the international against world champions Argen- 
tina here on May 13 and the British international championship. 

In a hectic footballing month. Greenwood has named a squad of 
27 for matches against Argentina. Wa/es. Northern Ireland and 
Scotland. Devonshire, whose international experience has been 
limited to one "B" match against Spain, and FA Cup final oppo- 
nent Alan Sunderland of Arsenal are the only uncapped players. 

1 Bulgaria consolidates weightlifting lead 

BELGRADE. May 2 (R) - Rumen Alexandrov consolidated 
Bulgaria’s hold on the gold medals in the European weightlifting 
championships here when he won all the middle heavyweight 
categories last night. 

The Bulgarian, considered an outsider, beat off the challenge 
from reigning Soviet Olympic and world champions Valery Shari 
and Gennadi Bcssanov. and by last year's European winner. Rolf 
Minser of West Germany. 

Alexandrov lifted 175 kilos in the snatch and 215 kilos in the

U.S . women plan a new Himalayan- climb 

ALBUQUERQUE. New Mexico, May 2 ( AP) - Some membere 
of the all- woman climbing team that ascended Annapurna in 
October 1978 plan to return to the Himalaya* this summer to 
conquer more peaks, says the 1978 expedition's base camp man- 
ager. Christy Tews said she will leave the United States on May 1 1 
to join a group that wilt attempt to reach the top of an Indian peak 
she savs has never been climbed. 

The 1978 climb of Annapurna, the lOth-highest mountain in 
the world at 26,545 feet, was the first time either a woman or an 
American had climbed the peak. Ms. Tews said. It was also the 
first American women's expedition in the Himalayas. 

Another member of the 1978 team. Vera Komarkova, will lead 
an all-female expedition from the United States In its assault on 
Dhaulagiri, which at 26,810 feet is the world's fifth-highest peak. 

Ms. Tews said women on American teams have been excluded 
1 consistently frum the opportunity to climb high mountains. She 
said men and women approach c/imbmg differently. "Men bull 
their way to the top of a peak. W&rfien stand back and look at the 
problem and attack it intelligently," she said.

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Widespread strike halts 
Swedish industry, trade 


STOCKHOLM, May 2 (R) - Swedish industry was virtually shut and 
imports and exports halted today after almost 900,000 workers were locked 
out or went on strike. 


Prime Minister Thorbjoem 
Faeildin told the Swedish news 
agency tha t the government would 
not intervene in Sweden's worst' 
industrial dispute since the gen- 
eral strike of 1909. 

A spokesman for the Swedish 
Employers Confederation (SAF) 
said its week-long lockout of over 
750,000 workers would cost 
industry two billion crowns (S470 
million) in lost production. 

A three-man government- 


appointed mediation commission 
planned to meet both SAF and the 
Trade Unions Confederation 
(LO). which pulled out over 
100,000 men in response to the 
lockout, and a new pay offer was 
expected today, the SAF spokes- 
man said. 

Most con truer ion work ceased, 
the freight section oE Gothenburg 
Harbour, Sweden's largest, was 
closed and privately owned mines 
ceased to operate. 


Former KGB officer 
defects to Britain 

LONDON. May 2 ( Rl -- Former Soviet intelligence officer Mr. Ilya 
Grigorievich Dzhirkvelov defected to Britain about a month ago and 
has been given given permission to stay, a Foreign Office spokesman 
said today. 

Mr. Dzhirkvelov, a Soviet national who was working since 1977 as 
a press officer on the staff of the World Health Organisation { WHO) 
in Geneva, came to Britain from Moscow about a month ago with his 
wife and daughter and applied for permission to stay, the spokesman 
said. 

Home Secretary Mr. William Whitelaw granted their request and 
they are now in Britain, the spokesman added. British officials said 
that Mr. Dzhirkvelov. 53, is a former member of the KGB. 

The London Daily Mail newspaper, which earlier today broke the 
first news of Mr. Dzhirkvelov' s defect ion, said thatsince his arrival he 
had been providing British intelligence with an extensive dossier on 
Soviet espionage, gleaned in long debriefing sessions. 

According to the Daily Mail, he went from Geneva on a visit to 
Moscow, but instead of returning to Switzerland he changed planes 
and travelled to London. 

British officials said he once worked for the Soviet news agency 
Tass. The Soviet embassy in London had made no representations so 
far about the case, they added. 

In Geneva, WHO spokesman described Mr. Dzhirkvelov as 
hard-working, slightly reserved but popular among his colleagues. 
There was no indication that he engaged in political or intelligence 
activities, the WHO spokesman said. He was last seen in Geneva on 
March 21 when he left his job as a Russian-language information 
officer at the WHO, telling colleagues he had to go to Moscow on 
private business for a few days. 

Pope starts African tour 


KINSHASA, Zaire, May 2 (AP) 
Pope John Paul 11 arrived here 
today at the start of a 10-day six- 
nation mission to Africa, a con- 
tinent he has called “already ripe 
for the harvest" of Christian souls. 

The Polish-bom Pontiff, on his 
fifth trip outside Italy since 
becoming leader of the World's 
700 million Roman Catholics, was 
met at Kinshasa's N'Djili airport 
by Zairean Cardinal Joseph 
Malula and President Mobutu 
Sese Seko. 


President Mobutu. 49. a bap- 
tised Catholic who tried to curb 
the power of the church in the 
mid-1970s as part of a move to rid 
Zaire of colonial influence, has 
been making his peace with the 
church over the past couple years. 

In what was seen as a gesture of 
reconciliation on the eve of the 
Pope's arrival, Mr. Mobutu was 
married yesterday evening in a 
Catholic mass, performed by Car- 
dinal Malula, to his companion of 
several years. Miss Bohila Dawa.

Labour sweeps 
U.K. municipal 
elections 

LONDON, May 2 (R) - The 
Labour Party swept back into con- 
trol of many local authorities 
today after municipal elections up 
and down Britain, setting the 
scene for bitter battles with the 
Conservative government over 
public spending. 

The elections gave voters their 
first chance to deliver a verdict 
nationally on Prime Minister 
Margaret Thatcher’s government, 
which took power a year ago. 

Labour won control of Bir- 
mingham, Leeds, and several 
other northern and midland cities. 
The party hailed the results as a 
resounding victory and said it 
showed government policies were 
being repudiated by voters. 

The elections were dominated 
by rows over rises in rates (local 
taxes) and cuts in services. Many 
Labour- controlled local 
authorities have defied gov- 
ernment guidelines on spending, 
and have increased rates by up to 
57 per cent to avoid cutting ser- 
vices. The government plans to 
penalise councils which it con- 
siders are overspending. 


Suarez shuffles Spain cabinet 


MADRID, May 2 (API - Pre- 
mier Adolfo Suarez has juggled 
his cabinet to give conservative 
members of his Centrist Party a 
stronger voice in his government, 
informed sources reported today. 

The shakeup. the third since 
Mr. Suarez took office nearly four 
years ago, was confirmed in a gov- 
ernment statement saying a new 
cabinet was to be announced later 
today. 

The sources said Mr. Suarez put 
five new faces in the 23-member 
cabinet, switched three others to 
different jobs and left the rest of 
his government intact. 

The new government ran into 
immediate criticism from the 
'opposition Socialists, runnersup 


behind Mr. Suarez in two general 
elections, who charge ahead of the 
formal announcement that the 
country had been virtually without 
a government for three weeks 
while Mr. Suarez settled squabbl- 
ing within his party. 

The chief losers in what the 
government statement called ‘‘a 
remodelling" of the cabinet were 
the more liberal Social Democrats 
in Mr. Suarez' Union of the 
Democratic Centre (L»CD) 

Led by former finance minister 
Mr. Francisco Fernandez 
Ordonez, the Social Democrats 
tried to pry Mr. Suarez’ second 
deputy premier and economics 
czar, Mr. Fernando Abril Mar- 
torell, from his post. 



But sources said Mr. Abril pre- 
vailedat a party executive meeting 
earlier this week and retained his 
post. He had come under fire for 
the government’s economic pol- 
icy, blamed by critics for a 17 per 
cent inflation rate and 10 per cent 
unemployment. 

Lieutenant General Manuel 
Gutierrez Mellado retained his 
job as first deputy premier and 
head of national security and 
defence as did Foreign Minister 
Marcelino Oreja, the sources 
reported. 

Those reported dropped were 
Interior Minister Antonio Ibamez 
Forsige, a general in the para- 
military civil guard, presidential 
ministerial aide Mr. Joaquin Gar- 
rigues Walker, Autonomy Minis- 
ter Antonio Fontan and the heads 
of industry, commerce and trans- 
port. 

Major General Jose Saenz de 
Santa Maria. Mr. Suarez' special 
law and order delegate in Spain’s 
violence-troubled northern Bas- 
que region, was named the new 
interior minister. The genera] set 
up anti -terrorist units in the Bas- 
que region earlier this yeartostem 
separatist violence there that has 
taken more than 30 lives by polit- 
ical assassinations. 

Commerce Minister Juan 
Antonio Garcia and Industry 
Minister Carlos Bustelo repor- 
tedly refused to stay in the gov- 
ernment because of disagreement 
with economic policies.

APB refuses aid to-Afghanistan 

Kabul tense following more 
student anti-regime turmoil 


NEW DELHI. May 2 (Agencies) 
-- Kabul was tense today after 
further anti-government demon- 
strations by students and school - 
children yesterday, travellers 
arriving from the Afghan capital 
said. 

One traveller said estimates of 
demonstrators killed in clashes 
with Afghan security forces during 
the past week varied from 15 to 
60. 

The travellers, who asked not to 
be named, said there were fewer 
demonstrators yesterday than on 
previous days but security con- 
tinued to be tight. Road 
approaches to the Khana-i-Khulq 
(Peoples House) palace in the 
centre of the city were closed. 

Students and schoolchildren 
took to the streets, shouting 
slogans against Afghan President 
Babrak Karma! and the Soviet 
Union, which has an estimated 
1 10,000 troops in Afghanistan, 
according to the Press Trust of 
India (PTI) news agency. 

Another traveller said some 
Afghan soldiers cried when con- 
fronted with demonstrating 
schoolgirls who said: “Why don't 
you kill us? We are prepared to 
die. Our men have sold us out.” 

Last February hundreds of peo- 
ple protesting against the Soviet 
military presence in Afghanistan 
were believed to have been killed 
or wounded in clashes with sec- 
urity forces. 

May Day yesterday was a public 
holiday in Afghanistan but most 
people stayed at home, one 
traveller said. 

Travellers said there were large 
movements of tanks and 
armoured personnel carriers at 
night when Soviet troops, scarce in 
town during daytime, are believed 
to be in full charge of security. 

Curfew, in force in Kabul since 


the Marxists seized power two 
years ago, runs from 1 1 p.m. to 
4.30 a.m. 

Radio Moscow reported this 
week Afghanistan is to get free 
deliveries of 140.000 tons of 
wheat from the Soviet Union 
under an agreement signed in 
Kabul. 

The grain, to be delivered along 
the Amu Darya River, would be 
distributed among workers and 
civil servants and supplied on the 
market, the radio said in a report 
monitored by the British Broad- 
casting Corporation. 

According to the report, 
Afghan Trade Minister Moham- 
mad Khan Jalalar said the agree- 
ment was a show of unselfish aid 
on the part of the Soviet people. 

Economic cooperation between 
the two countries was expanding 
in many spheres, he added. 

But it appears the country’s 
economic conditions since the 
Soviet incursion remains in a per- 
plexed state. 

Afghanistan today appealed for 
greater financial assistance from 
the Asian Development Bank 
(ADB), saying it could not 
recover alone because of “crim- 
inal, anti-revolutionary errors’’ of 
the previous government. 

The appeal was Afghanistan’s 
first call for funds from outside the 
Communist bloc since the present 
Soviet -backed government took 
over last December. 

Speaking at the annual meeting 
of the ADB in Manila, Afghan 
delegation leader Mr. Fazilhaq 
Khafigyar said: “We deeply hope 
that in this crucial stage, when our 
needs are greater than ever, the 
bank’s assistance to Afghanistan 
will be substantially enlarged."

Major solar flare disrupts 
communications, magnetic field 


BOllLDER. Colorado, May 2 
(AP) — A major flare in the 
southeast quadrant of the sun 
caused some disruptions in com- 
munications and in the earth's 
magnetic field, says the U.S. 
National Oceanic and Atmos- 
pheric Administration. 

The flare began at 1810 GMT 
yesterday and peaked minutes 
later, said Mr. Joe Hirman, head 
forecaster at the agency's space 
environmental services centre 
here. 

Solar forecasters expected more 
large flares from this area during 
the next 10 days. 

Solar flares are classified partly 
by their X-rav emissions. An 
X-class flare has ihe largest 
amount of X-ray emissions, the 
M-clasx an intermediate amount, 
and the C-class is common. 

Mr. Hirman said that an 
unusual feature of yesterday's X-2 
eruption was what he calleJ a 
“magnetic crochet,” a flare- 
produced rapid deviation in the 
earth’s magnetic field at around 
level. 

The flare, however, was not 
expected to cause any major 
magnetic disturbance on earth, lie 
said. 

“The flare also had substantial 


radio energy emissions.” Mr. 
Hirman said, “and these have 
caused some communication out- 
ages. We had reports of wide- 
spread shot-wave radio fades in 
northern latitudes soon after the 
flare.” 

The flare was detected by sen- 
sors aboard National Oceanic and 
Atmospheric Administration 
satellites in orbit 35,400 
kilometres abtivc the equator. 


fund no new programmes in 
Afghanistan because of fighting 
between Afghan guerrillas and 
troops of the Soviet-backed gov- 
ernment.

Youth abandons 
PSA jet, plan

STOCKTON, California, May 2 
(Agencies) — An armed youth 
who seized an airliner at Stockton 
Airport last night and demanded 
lo be taken to Iran where, he said, 
he could free the American hos- 
tages, surrendered to the police 
today ending a five and a half hour 
siege. 

The youth, indentified by police 
as Steven Bilson, aged 19 or 20, 
had briefly held hostage the flight 
engineer of the Pacific Southwest 
Airlines (PSA) Boeing 727 air- 
liner. 

Policemen trying to persuade 
Mr. Bilson to surrender said he 
had told them: “I want to go to 
Iran to the hostages. I have the 
one and only plan to free them." 
Mr. Bilson was believed to have 
scaled a fence at the small airport 
here and to have entered the plane- 
through a rear door. 

PSA spokesman Mr. Skip Mey- 
ers said he did not know what 
prompted the youth to end the 
airport standoff. Unconfirmed 
repons said the unidentified PSA 
flight engineer had convinced his 
captor to give him the gun.

SEOUL, South Korea, May 2.

It was the worst day of student 
unrest for the caretaker gov-, 
eminent of President Choi Kyu- 
hah since he succeeded President 
Park Chung-hee, who was assas- 
sinated last Oct. 26. 

About 2,000 rock-throwing 
students battled for hours with riot 
police at Sung Kyun Kwan. a pri- 
vate university m Seoul, while, 
1,000 students burned one police 
van as they marched through 
downtown streets at Chonju, a 
provincial capital 200 kilometres 
southeast of Seoul. 

Six policemen and an unknown 
number of students were injured 
in scuffles at Chonju. At both 
places, police fired tear gas to hold 
outnumbering student mar- 
chers. At Sung Kyun Kwan, police 
managed to keep the students 
from streaming off the campus. 

At Seoul National University, 
the nation's largest and most pre- 
stigious school, about 12,000 stu- 
dents gathered for an anti- 
government rally at their main 
campus in southern Seoul. 

Among other things, the stu- 
dents demanded the resignations 
of Prime Minister Shin Hyon- 
hwack 3nd Korean Central Intel- 
ligence Agency Director Lieuten- 
ant General Chun Doo-hwan.

KATHMANDU, May 2 (R) -

Ugandan soldiers search 
Kampala for hidden arms 

KAMPALA, May 2 (AP) -- Government soldiers swept through 
pans of Kampala today in a search for hidden arms. Heavy gunfire 
echoed through the capital as traffic and business came to a halt. 

Army roadblocks ringed the southern pan of Kampala and trucks 
full of soldiers drove through the centre of the city. The official 
Uganda Radio appealed for calm during what it called “a military 
exercise.” 

Unconfirmed reports from residents said at least eight persons 
were killed. Police said an army lieutenant was among the dead. 
Shooting began during the night and intensified for several hours 
after dawn, residents said. Groups of eight soldiers patrolled areas, 
near the open-air market, some carrying submachine guns and others 
with long knives. 

President Godfrey Binaisa recently promised to step up security 
measures against what some Ugandan officials are calling the gravest 
wave of violence in Kampala since dictator Idi Amin was overthrown 
more than a year ago. Some officials estimate that nearly 1,000 
persons each month are being killed in the Kampala area by robbers, 
persons seeking revenge and politically motivated gangs.

DU BA [--The western 
world's planned trade 
embargo on Iran is 
already being undermined 
by a fleet of Arab dhows 
operating from this 
ancient smuggling centre. 

E\en kfurc economic sanc- 
tions imposed by the nine Euro- 
pean Economic Community 
nations begin to operate on May 
17. cargoes -- everything from 
food to cars - are being trans- 
ported in increasing numbers to 
Iran by the hand-made wooden 
vessels across the Gulf. 

Exports from this tiny Emirate 
have soared in recent weeks since 
the United Slates announced 
economic sanctions in its con- 
tinuing attempts to free American 
hostages in Iran, government 
sources revealed. 

Dhow skippers are now pre- 
paring for even bigger business in 
face of the Common Market's 
imminent embargo, according to 
local merchants. 

“We're not trying to break the 
sanctions, we're just not 
interested in them.” one merchant 
declared echoing sentiment in the 
Gulf region. 

Government statistics show that 

dhows carried $27 million worth 
of goods to Iran in Februaiy, a 
marked increase on the average of 
S19.8 million worth a month last 


year. 

The March figures are expected 
to show a jump of up to 100 per 
cent over February, judging from 
indications of activity along the 
harbour where the dhows land, 
the sources said. 

The official figures, however, 
give only a clue to the amount of 
trade. Many of the dhow trips 
involve smuggling into Iran. The 
sources said that last year Dubai 
probably exported $1.3 billion 
worth of goods. Like all Dubai 
trade the bulk is manufactured 
elsewhere and re-exported from 
the Emirate. 

This year, the total will be much 
higher if present trends continue, 
the sources forecast. 

Most of Ihe goods which even- 
tually find theirway to Iran arrive 
in Dubai in large cargo ships which 
berth at Port Rashid. Lorries carry 
the goods to the picturesque creek 
which divides Dubai and provides 
a sheltered mooring for the 
dhows. 

There, under the gaze of sky- 
scraper office and hotel blocks. a 
constant stream of dhows is 
loaded more heavily than for 
many years for the trip to Iran. 

The dhows, some moored three 
abreast because of pressure on 
dockside space, come from Iran in 
large numbers while another 138 
are registered in Dubai. 

A walk along the quayside dis- 
closed crates of tea from India, 
carpets from Czechoslovakia, 
West Germany and China, veg- 
etable oils, electronics, car tyres, 
washing machines and canned and 


fresh fruit waiting to be hand- 
loaded on to dhows. 

One of the most frequent sights 
was piles ol bagged rice labelled 
“made in the U.S. A.” 

Merchants said that American 
businessmen were supplying 
Dubai with a wide range of goods 
despite the U.S. government's 
sanctions on trade with Iran. 
“They just make sure they don't 
officially know where they are 
going to be shipped on to.” one 
merchant who imports from the 
U.S. said. 

Other goods being shipped to 
Iran at present include cigarettes 
(smuggled to avoid an Iranian 
ban), textiles (smuggled to avoid 
Iranian customs) and certain elec- 
tronics equipment which is also 
smuggled. 

Spare parts for machine rv, rice 
from Pakistan. Thailand and 
India. Japanese pick-up trucks, 
raw materials for the plastics 
industry, and plastic matting from 
Taiwan were also shipped, said 
A.M. Abdul Karim, chairman of 
Julfar Trading Corporation. 

Dubai, which prides itself on 
being a free port, charges only a 
three per cent import tax but a 
variable re-export tax will shortly 
be dropped, government sources 
said.
